And tis travels have been 
more advantageous to his mental develop- 
ment and to his accurate knowledge of things 
foreign than have been those of Secretary 
Taft. For while Taft Bas traveled on offi- 
cial business in transports, cruisers, or bat- 
tleships, his coming heralded far in advance

Better Politician than Ever. 


I. think that the Bryan of today as I see 
him is a better politician than the Bryan of 
1806, although those who have been saying 
for years that he was a great orater but no 
politician seem to have their complete an- 
swer in the way in which he dominated the 
recent Denver convention against the opposi- 
tion of practically aH of the famous and 
revered practical politicians of his own party. 
I think that in 1890 Bryan cared more for 
politicians than he does now, but not more 
for politics. He has invented a new type of 
politics which is at once the wonder and the 
despair of politicians. For today he has 
gone back of the politician and to the people. 

It is not late enough for me to say some- 
thing which during two years’ work in his 
behalf in Washington I haye known but 
thought it unwise to say. In house and sen- 
ate where politicians do abide and hold their 
solemn conferences, there was but a beggarly 
handful who really and sincerely were de- 
voted to the cause of Bryan. Most of them 
were for Bryan with an “if” ora “ but.” 

Less than eight months ago his coming to 
Washington was preceded by the definite 
statement circulated about the capital that 
a delegation of distinguished senators would 
call upon him and point out the wisdom of his 
retirement in favor of some other candidate. 
He came, spoke several times, notably at a 
gréat banquet given by the democrats of the 
District of Columbia, met every democratic 
senator and nearly every democratic repre- 
sentative, but not one word was sald to him 
except words expressive of loyalty and en- 
thusiasm. : 

Why was this? There was no change in 
the personal attitude of the congressional 
crowd toward Mr. Bryan, but they had heard 
from then states and from their districts. he 
had gong back of them to the people whom 
they were supposed to represent and to 

whom they must look for reflection: And for 
that reason they were compelled to bow to 
the popular mandate and admit that here was 
a man who had taught them a new political 
method.’

His Confidence in His Fellows. 
This is his position today on this subject. 


I know only too well that it has led more 
than once to this sublime confidence of his 


having been abused. But after all I think 


that, however much he may have suffered in 
this respect, he has been more than recom- 
pensed by the effect that his position has 
upon those who know him and who gladly 
labor to advance the principles which he 
represents. One who is close to Mr. Bryan 
knows that if in the continually outcropping 
petty jealousies of politics hurtful stories are 
carried to the leader, no attention will be 
given to them. And the leader himself, be- 
cause of this general knowledge, is saved 
much of the greater annoyance that comes 
to a political chief—namely: the task of He- 
tening patiently to complaints against this or 
that lieutenant and attempting to smooth 
out. personal complications and allay fric- 
tion caused by personal jealousies. 

I am violating no confidencé when I say, 
at this moment that Mr. Bryan entered upon 
his campaign for the nomination in a spirit 
of conciliation and of forgiveness for past 
affronts and injuries. We who are close to 
him have heard nothing this year of keeping 
out of the party those who turned against 
him in 1896. If public evidence of the truth 
of this fact were to be desired the many 
friendly utterances he made regarding Judge 
Gray @nd his seeming acquiescence in the 
movement for Judge Gray's nomination for 
second place would furnish it. 


Wo Compromise with Malign Forces. 


But I do not mean that to any extent Bryan 
today is willing to traffic or to compromise 
with the admittedly malign element in the 
democratic party of which Thomas F. Ryan, 
August Belmont, and William A. Sheehan are 
the ehief exemplars, and for which, to his 
own misfortune, Judge Parker, a vastly bet- 
ter man, has been made spokesman. Be- 
tween these forces of plutocracy in the 
democratic party and Bryan there can be no 
truce, no peace, except the peace that reigned 
in Warsaw. He will fight them in this cam- 
paigu and expects them to fight him, But 
save for this complete obsession, Bryan as 
we see him today is essentially a concilia- 


tor. 

Perhaps as Roosevélt took many leaves 
from the Bryan book of principles, Bryan 
may now be willing to take a page or two 
out of the Roosevelt book of politics. Mr.

BALKS “CZAR” REED 
BY HIS SHARP

‘Time and again even the cynical Reed was 
made to draw back, discomfiture in his fabe, 
while the house howled. very thrust ot the 
“Dig man from Maine” was parried; every 
blow was stopped and countered. For a new 
man—a young man who had not talked five 
minutes in the houge before—the feat was a 
feat of wizards. He argued his case with 
a Gramatic directnegs that aroused not only 
the enthusiasm of the democrats but won the 
applause of the galleries. A characteristic 
bit of wit won him his first cheers. 

“ There once was a time in the history of 
Nebraska.“ he said, “when there was a 
sheep there for every person in the state. 
But now, if every woman in Nebraska named 
Mary wanted a pet lamb she would bave to 
go out of the state to get it.“ 

At the end of that speech the members of 
the house no longer questioned the ability of 
the young man just come among them. Na- 
tures that had been prone to discount the 
youthful intęrloper recovered from their er- 
ror with no further delay. No one sneered 
at Bryan after that—at least, home who had 
sat under the spell of his eloquence—and there 
were few who dered risk the discomfort of 


\tackling the westerner. 


All through that session of congress Bryan 
was one of the most prominent figures in the 
house, although he Was its youngest member 
He devoted limitiess time to tariff reform, 
and when he went back to Nebraska it Was 
with the knowledge that he had fought @ 
good fight. 

Second Campaign in Nebraska. 

Upon his return he found his district had 
been reapportioned,.so that the year before it 
had given the republican state ticket a plural- 
ity of 6,500. In addition, his tariff speeches 
had attracted so much attention among re- 
publican leaders that McKinley, Foraker, 
and others were sent to Nebraska to aid the 
republican candidate, Eleven joint debates 
were held with his opponent, Judge A. W. 
Field, arousing much enthusiasm. Bryan 
again made a.characteristically thorough 
canvases of his district. 

So bitter was the campaign, and so hotly 
contested, that it required the official count 
on the Friday following the election to de- 
termine that Bryan had been re@lected by a 
plurality of 140. 

The platform on which he bad teen re- 
elected had declared for free poinage of 
silver, and on his return to congress he at 
once joined the free silver forces, becoming 
Richard P. Biland’s first lieutenant. Early 
in the session the repeal of the purchasing 
clause of the Sherman act came to the fore 
as the most important matter before con- 
gress. Remaining undisposed of at adjourn- 
ment, congress was called in extraordinary 
session to consider the subject. 


HOLDS HOUSE SPELI- 
BOUND IN THREE

On Aug. 16, 1898, Mr. Bryan, speaking 
against the repeal, made one of the most bril- 
Nant speeches ever heard in the house of 
representatives. His time was extended by 
vote of the members, and for three hours he 
held the close attention of the largest Au- 
dience, both on the floor and in the galleties, 
drawn to the capitol during that session. 
The oldest members of the house followed the 
speech with even more respectful interest 
than had been accorded to Mr. Bland's speech 
a few days before, while Bryan's more at- 
tractive personality and captivating ¢lo- 
quence fixed the attention of hundreds who 
were less interested in the issue discussed. 


Famous Speech on Sherman Law,

audience with the following:

He aroused the interest of his fellow mem- 
bers with this challénge: ‘‘ Remember, air, 
that your constituencies include not bankers, 
brokers, and boarde of trade only, but em- 
brace people in every station and condition 
of life; and in that great court from whose 
decision there is no appeal every voter has an 
equal voice.” 

Throughout his speech he kept interest un- 
flagging by such statements as follows: 

“I Stand upon the authority of every in- 
telligent writer upon political economy when 
I assert that there is not and never has been 
an honest dollar. An honest dollar is a dollar 
absolutely stable in relation to all other 
things.” 

Homely Illustration Points Argument. 


“Tf a Nebraska farmer should loan a 
neighbor a hog weighing 100 pounds and the 
next spring demand in return a hog weigh- 
ing pounds he would be called dishonest. 
even though he contended that He was only 
demanding one hog—just the number he 
loaned,” 

Society has become accustomed to some 
nice distinctions. The poor man is called 
a socialist if he believes that the wealth of 
the rich should be divided among the poor, 
but the rich man is called a financier if 
he devises a plan by which the pittance of 
the poor can be converted to his use.“ 


TURNS SARCASM TO

Anecdote Became a Classic. 

With such impassioned challenges he in- 
terspersed anecdotes to emphasize his points, 
of which the following is a sample: 

We are told that as civilization increases 
credit takes the place of money and that the 
volume of real money can be diminished with- 
out real danger. That recalls the experience 
of the man who conceived the idea that a fish 
could be made to live without water. 

“ As the story goes he put a herring. fresh 
from the sea, in a jar of salt water. By re- 
moving a ifttle every morning and adding 
rainwater he gradually accustomed it to 
fresh water. Then by gradually removing 
the fresh water he accustomed it to air and 
finally kept in a cage like a bird. One day, in 
his absence, his servant placed a cup of wa- 
ter in the cage in order that the fish might 
moisten its food; but, alas! when the master 
returned he found that the fish had thought-

Mr. Bryan made two more speeches in op- 
Position to the repeal of the Sherman law 
and ably aided Bland in his maneuvers in 
behalf of silver with all his skill and readi- 
ness in debate and his mastery of parlla- 
menary tactics. After falling to delay the 
passage by many dilatory motions he aban- 
doned the fight on,the floor of the house and 
decided to force the issue before the peo- 


ple. 


BRYAN FAR GREATER 
ORATOR THAN 
RANDALL. 


Of Bryan’s ability as an orator at thie 
time, Champ Clark, the Missouri orator and 
statesman, has written: 

In four years’ service Bryan established 
a far greater reputation than did Randall in 
the same length of time. Indeed, it may be 
said without any extravagance that when 
Bryan quit congress he had as widespread 
fame as Randall had when he died after 
twenty years of congress. 

“Bryan is a collegiate scholar, and has 
stowed away in his capacious cranium much 
of the golden grain of wisdom and little of 
the husks, and it is all there for use, either 
as argument or embellishment. Some men 
are so ugly and ungainly that it is a positive 
advantage to them as public speakers, Some 
are so handsome and graceful that they are 
on good terms with the audience before they 
open their lips. 


“Of the latter class Bryan is a shining | 


example. His appearance is a passport to 
the affections of his fellowmen which all can 
read. He ie the picture of health, mental, 
moral, and physical. He stands about 6 feet 
10, weighs about 170, is a pronounced bru- 
nette; has a massive head, a clean shaved 
face, an aquiline nose, large under jaw, 
square chin, broad chest, large, lustrous dark 
eyes, a mouth extending almost from ear to 
ear, teeth white as pearis, and hair—what 
there is left of it—black as midnight. Be- 
neath his eyes is the protuberant flesh which 
physlognomists tell us is indicative of fluency 
ot language and which was one of the most 
striking features in the face of James G. 
Blaine. 

But his crowning gift as an orator is his 
évident sincerity. He is candor, incarnate, 
and thoroughly believing what he says him- 
self it is mo marvel that he makes others be- 
lieve.”’ 5 

On his return to Nebraska Bryan learned 
the delegates from his district to the state 
convention were instructed for silver, 


his was the only district in which such « 
fight had been made and the state organiza- 
tion refused to indorse his ideas. 

In the spring of 1894 Mr. Bryan announced 
he would not be a candidate for renomina- 
tion as representative, ‘but later he was 
nominated by the democratic state conven- 
tion for United States senator. Had the go 
democrats in control of the state organ 
tion agreed to hold an early convention, Ne- 
braska democ probably would have gone 
on record with the federal administration’s 
policy. They postponed the date of assem- 
bling the convention until September, how- 
ever, and by that time the free silverites 
hed time to perfect their organization, the 
question was submitted to the democratic priv 
maries, and the silver democrats tured 
the state convention by nearly three to one. 


Mr. Bryan wrote the money plank of the 


platform, which also declared in favor of 
the imeome tax, arbitration, and the fore- 
closure of the Pacific liens, all of which 
measures Bryan had advocated in the héuse 
of representatives. In fact the Nebraska 
democratic state platform of 1894 practically 
was a forecast of the platform on which 
Mr. Bryan made his first presidential cam- 
paign two years later. 
Joint Debate with John M. Thurston.

We 
believe that the standard silver dollar should 
be full legal tender, equally with gold coin, 
for all debts, public and private, and we 
favor such legislation as is necersary to 
prevent the demonetizatién of any kind of 
legal tender money by private contract. We 
further insist that all government coin ob- 
ligations should be payable either in gold or 
silver. at the option of the government.’ 


FREE SILVER FIGHT 
IN THE CHICAGO 
CONVENTION. 


— — 


The fight between the opposing forces 
opened with the temporary organization. 
The national committee, with a majority 
opposed to silver, recommended Senator 
David B. Hill for temporary chairman. A 
caucus of the leading silver democrats dem- 
onefrated to them they could control the 
convention, and they placed in nomination 
Senator John W. Daniel, who defeated Sen- 
ator Hill by a vote of 556 to 349. 

Much personal feeling was arouréd by this 
determination of the silverites to contest the 
recommendation of the committee, and the 
fact that the contest was made for the tem- 
porary organization was in a large measure 
responsible for William J. Bryan having 
the opportunity to deliver the speech whi¢h 
was to make him famous. For, up to this 
time, Mr. Bryan had been 4 spectator at 
the convention, but on recommendation of 
the committee on credentials the contesting 
Nebraska delegation, of which he was a 
member, wasseated. Bryan was not thought 
of as a presidential candidate by the leaders

Instead of answering Hill, Bryan plunged 
boldly to the attack. He appeared to demol- 
ish his opponent with smart sayings and dex- 
terous retorts. Added to this was his po 
as an actor, his dash, hia self-confidence, 
which he had studiously cultivated since his 
boyhood days in the debating clubs. His ap- 
peal to the overwrought emotions of the dele- 
gates with his crown of thorns and cross 
of gold metaphor swept the convention like 
wildfire, and William Jennings Bryan became 
the leader of his party. . 

In the four months following more people 
heard the man from Nebraska speak than 
ever had listened to any previous candidate 
for the presidency. Four times he made 
swings around the country, traveling over 
18,000 miles and addressing over 2,100 au- 
diences. Practically unknown to the Amer- 
ican electorate at the time of his nomination, 
by the time November rolled around sit and 
one-half million voters were convinced by the 
magic of his eloquence. and followed him to 
the polls. He carried twenty-three states to 
McKinley's twenty-one, dividing the electoral 
vote of two states with his opponent, but was 
defeated by nearly 600,000 votes, the electoral 
vote standing 271 to 176 against him.

More- 
over, it was expected that, having made 
this concession, some disposition would be 
shown to conciliate New Tork on the matter 
of corporations and railroads. 

The New York anti-injunction plank cut | 
absolutely no figure, however, in the work 
of the subcommittee. The latter body in-

What was true. anti-injunction brevis 
was true of othef planks. The subcommit- 
tees discussed the subjects referred to them, 
prepared their recommendations, and sub- 
mitted them either to Haskell or to Bryan. 
When they were approved they submitted 
them to the subcommittee.

At o'clock the full committee ap- 
peared, while these.members were allowed 
to remain in the hall, they were not permitted 
to take part in the discussion until 3 o'clock 
when the entire committee was called to 
order. 

The tentative platform then was read to 
the committee. Discussion began on the 
preamble, and then the ‘anti-injunction plank 
was taken up. Twice this plank, as well as 
that of the tariff: was set aside But finally 
the anti-injunction plank was adopted with- 
out change, and, strange to say, it was done 
absolutely unanimously. 


Long Talk on Tariff and Trusts. 

The tariff and trusts precipitated a long 
debate. As one member expressed it, there 
were forty lawyers upon the committee, and 
every one of them wanted to express his 
views. There was criticism of phraseology, 
of words, of split infinitives, even of spelling, 
but not a single principle of any importance 
was modified, not a fact omitted or added, 
and. what was best, was that there was ho 
division of any importance: The committee 
did not separate into radicals and conserva- 
tives. It acted like a; body of well trained 
men anxious to seek an agreement. 

Thus the platform was framed. It was a 
work of magnitude, and every committee- 
man breathed a sigh of relief when it was 
finished.

CHINESE SUSPECTS ARRESTED 
IN PHILADELPHIA NAVY YARD. 


Believed to Be Working for Their Gov- 
ernment or Japan’s, but Deny Conroe 
and Lodge Complaint 


Philadelphia, Pa., 8 9.—{ Special. 
Despite the efforts of the navy yard o 
cials to prevent the news of the affair trom 
leaking. out, it became known today that 
Wednesday afternoon two Chinamen, sup- 
posed to be acting either in the interests 
of their own government or of Japan's, were 
arrested as they were about to leave the navy 
yard. One Chinaman is said to have carried 
a package containing books and papers relat- 
ing to naval affairs and military plans, the 
nature of which will not be announced, until 
the package has been forwarded to Washing- 
ns, 

The Chinamen, it is sald, were taken be 
fore the commandant and captains of two of 
the battleships of the yard and subjected to 
a cross examination, at the end of which 
they were warned to leave the country. They 
are said to have left for New York last night, 
accompanied by two secret service men, 

Prior to their departure the Chinamen 
called upon Thomas W. Bartow, honorary 
Chinese consul in this city, and lodged a 
complaint against the action of the navy 
yard authorities. They claimed the books 
they were carrying were simply copies of the 
United States infantry drill regulations. 
They said they were in this country to study 
United States military affairs, but were not 
j acting for their government.

Under the merger 
the government guarantees payment of in- 
terest on the mortgage bonds and preferred 
stock.”

FOR DEFENSE OF CHICAGO. 


ee Lorimer Wants Channel 
to Permit Warships to Steam from 
Gulf to Lake Michigan. 


Can you fancy a long line of battleships, 
probably ae long as the fleet now stretched 
out in the Pacific, steaming up the drain- 
age canal and into the Chicago river? This 
is ‘what may happen, according to Congress- 
man Wilnam Lorimer, if the deep waterways 

bill passes the next congress. 

“TT can't see for the life of me why any 
one should fear a war with Great Britain, 
sad Mr. Lorimer, in a talk on the deep 
waterway project at La Grange last night. 
“I don’t want to predict a war with our 
mother country. But if war should ever 
come Chicago would not be at the mercy of 
an English fleet from the St. Lawrence. 

7 That is, providing we have a deep water- 
way from Lak chigan to the gulf. Our 
Atlantic fleet could sail up the Mississippi 
and ‘on up the Illinois river, through the 
drainage canal, into the Chicago river to 
Lake Michigan. Any ship in our navy could 
defend us if we had a war with England, 

“At present Chicago and all the cities’ on 
thé lakes are without defense, although we 
have spent millions of dollars on our coasts.” | 

Mr. Lorimer predicted that Chicago would 
become in a short time the world’s largest 
and greatest city if the. deep waterway 
ever became a reality. He declared it couid 
be completed in six years without difficulty. *

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KNALLFIX BLAMED BY JURY 
FOR CAUSING FIVE DEATHS. 
Coroner’s Panel eee Passage 


of Ordinance Putting Greater Restric- 
tien on the Storing of Explosives. 


„ Knalifix,” a Fourth of July explosive, was 

blamed by a coroner’s jury yesterday for the 
death of five persons who lost their livesina 
firé following an explosion on June 25 in the 
works of the Pabst Chemical company, 178 
East Huron street. 

The jury returned a verdict that Emil 
Scholz, an employé of the P. L. Novelty com- 
pany, which had its offices in the buliding, 
was killed: by an explosion which was caused 
by his reckless handling of a box containing 
“‘knallfix’”’ corks. It found also that the 
quantity of the corke stored by the novelty 
company was not in excess of the amount 
permitted by ordinance. 

The jury made the following recommenda- 
tions: 

“When a novelty or article of a similar 
character known to be an explosive comes 
into this country from any foreign country 
that the quantity to be stored in any building 
be restricted until such time as the hazard 
can be determined. 

„We further recommend that an ordinance 
be rn rg by the city council of the city of 
Chicago restricting the quantity of explosives 

o be carried in a building partly used as resi- 
gdences to the same amount as permitted in a 
residence.“ 

The four other persons killed were Mrs. 
Jane Nolan, 8 years old; Jennie Nolan, 8 
years old: Mary Nolan, 18 years old; and 
Michael Emmett Nolan, 10 years old. 

More rigid.enforcement of the law govern- 
ing the diecharge of frearms in the city was 
recommended by a coroner's jury which held 
an inquest over the body of Isadore Monark, 
702 North Talman avenue, who was struck 
by a stray bullet on July 4 and killed. Three 
boys who acknowledged that they had been 
shooting at a target were reprimanded and 
released. They are Louis Eheim, 791 North 
Rockwell street; Wllkam Kimberg, 18 years 
old, 774 Rockwell street, and David Frohlich, 
15 years old. 789 Rockwell street.

The. ani-injunction. plank, which was 
passed yesterday afternoon, is entirely 
satisfactory to the American Federation 
of Labor, because it makes no mention 
of the writ of injunction other than to 
deciare that injunctions should not is- 
sue in cases in which injunctions would 
not issue if no industrial dispute, were 
involved.

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CHEER CLEVELAND’S NAME 
Delegates’ Enthusiasm Stirred Baus 
After Permanent Organiza- 
tion of Body. 


Outside of effecting. permanent organi- 
zation and listening to the speech of 
Chairman Henry D. Clayton of Alabama, 
the Democratic national convention at its 
morning session yesterday devoted itself 
studiously to the killing of time until the 
resolutions committee shofild be ready to 
report. 

During the period devoted to the killing 
of time, the crowd suffered a severe dis- 
appointment. It was discovered that the 
Hon. J. M. Ham Lewis of Chicago, for 
the first time on record. was asleep at 
the switch. When Alderman Johnnie 
Powers of Chicago rose in the Illinois del- 
egation and suggested that the convention 
hear a few remarks from the popular 
colonel, 10,000 persons promptly attested 
their approbation. 

“J. Ham! J. Ham!" came the shout from 
a thousand throats, while the resf of the 
assemblage joined in applause and cheers. 

Chairman Clayton called for Colonel 

‘Lewis and dispatched messengers to es- 
cort him to the platform, but the genius 
of the pink whiskers was not to be found. 
It was announced that Mr. Lewis was not 
present, and the convention then reluct- 
antly adjourned until evening. 

J. Ham, when catechised later as to the 
cguse of his slumber at the switch, ‘inti- 
mated that he had been detained by im- 
portant matters of state. 

Illinois “Gets in Bad.” 


Probably €he keenest disappointment in 
the delinquency of J. Ham was felt by the 
THinots , which had got in bad 
with the convention a short time before. 
In some inexplicable way Raymond Rob- 
bins, one of Chicago’s long-haired near- 
reformers, gained the floor and pro- 
ceeded to deliver a socialistic harangue.
